WHEREAS, it is the intent of the BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS to 
require the recognition and evalution of flood and/or mudslide hazards in 
all official actions relating to land use in the flood plain (and/or 
mudslide) areas having special flood (and/or mudslide)hazards; and 

WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use and 
control measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant to ARTICLES 25 AND

REPORT OF CAROLINE COUNTY ROADS ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

In response to a series of recent citizen requests for further 
improvement of certain county roads, the Commissioners of Caroline County 
have voted to implement a county road improvement program. To assist in 
the development of such a program, the Commissioners named in September, 
1975 a citizens committee to review all facets of the existing county roads 
system and to make specific recommendations concerning the expansion of 
an improvement program.

The committee met weekly for ten consecutive Monday nights, gather- 
ing information directly from the County Roads Superintendent, Joseph 
Tinley; State Highway Administration Engineers, James Wright and Henry 
Burger; State Dept. Planning Specialist, .ames Gatto; Delegate John 
Hargreaves; County Planner, Stewart Wright, Jr., County Attorney, Edgar 
Brownj County Administrator, Edwin Richards, and County Commissioners, 
Curtis Andrew, Earl Bell and Rachel Collison,  Equally important to the 
contributions received from the above listed individuals were the state- 
ments made by citizens who appeared and testified at a public hearing 
conducted by the Advisory Committee on October 13.  Statements or 
comments made at the hearing by George Clendanlel, Norman Cohee, Horace 
Davis, Everett Gamber, Fred Gleockler, Jr., Bruce Hubbard, Diana Hubbard, 
Peggy Hubbard, Jerry Meredith, Irene Mullin, Mary Turklngton and Thomas 
Turkington are reflected in the recommendations of this report. Members 
of the Advisory Committee also appreciate the many relevant thoughts and 
opinions expressed to each of us individually during the course of our 
work. 

As a result of our study, the following problems in the operations 
of the county roads system are of serious enough nature to be Included 
in this report along with recommendations for their solution. 

I 
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1, Unimproved road8 in the county system. 

With approximately 160 miles of unimproved roads in the 500 mile county 
system, complaints arise during the inclement winter months from those 
citizens who must regularly use these dirt roads.  In recent years the 
mileage of dirt roads annually upgraded to hard surface has fallen from 
about 15 miles per year to about 6 per year.  The principal reason for 
this reduction has been the rapidly rising costs of road building materials 
and labor, accompanied by a very modest increase in State and Federal 
highway tax receipts. 

Historically, the cost of construction and maintenance of the 
Caroline County roads system has been paid for by highway user fees. 
These gasoline tax and vehicle registrations have been collected by the 
State of Maryland and distributed to the County through a locally favor- 
able formula based on the number of vehicles registered in the County 
and the mileage of roads in the county system. With recent substantially 
higher gasoline prices and the trand toward smaller automobiles, high 
fuel sales are not increasing as in previous years. The present fixed 
tax rate on gasoline, therefore, fails to provide an increase in the funds 
that will be required to expand the county roads improvement program. 

In order to finance the proposed long-range improvement program, 
several alternatives were considered. A proposal to increase the extent 
of road construction through the sale of state revenue bonds was rejected 
by the Committee. The members recognized that such a sale would provide 
immediate funds for construction. However, repayment over a 15-year 
period is required from the same gasoline tax funds that already appear 
insufficient for an on-going road improvement program. The bond approach 
in the long run produced no new revenues for county road construction 
and would ultimately cost the county $1.65 in user tax receipts for 
every $1.00 received from a bond sale. 

During the last ten years the County Commissioners have budgeted 
6% of the county real estate taxes collected within the incorporated 
towns, for return to these same towns for road and street maintenance. 
The committee recognizes that a similar budgeting of a portion of the 
real estate taxes collected from beyond the incorporated towns would 
generate approximately $100,000 each year for the county roads system 
and would eliminate an apparent inequity in the use of county tax 
revenues. 

Strongly endorsing "user pays" and "pay-as-you-go" concepts, the 
committee supports a change in the state gasoline tax structure that 
will permit the tax to vary ia relationship to the cost of fuel. This 
is necessary since the cost of building and maintaining roads is so 
directly affected by the price of oil and oil products needed in road 
construction. Our present state gasoline tax of $.07 per gallon, 
regardless of the price of fuel, guarantees that the extent of road 
construction and maintenance will decrease as the price of fuel rises. 
The county has experienced this inequitv in the last two years as road 
construction costs have risen 50% while fuel tax revenues have greased 
very little. The Committee also supports a statewide increase ot $10.OU 
in vehicle registration fees for full return to each subdivision. This 
would generate as much as $150,000 per year for Caroline County. 

2.  Road Improvement Priorities 

With 160 miles of dirt roads in the county system and an approximately 
$45,000 per mile cost for improvement, it is obvious that a long-range 
plan must be developed for selection and scheduling coadt to be improved. 
It is unreasonable to place the burden of design, acquisition of mht8' 
of-way and construction on the Roads Superintendent without also providing 
him a well prepared long-range plan of actio.  Such planning sho"ld ^ 
started immediately and should Involve the County Planner, Roads buperin- 

tendent, no more than three interested cit i <ins. plus certain outside 
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professional consultation and engineering support as these five might 
consider necessary. 

In developing a plan for review and approval by the County Conrcnis- 
sioners, priority should be placed on the prompt improvement of some 
32 miles of dirt roads that qualify for Federal Aid System Funds»  The 
continued pressure at the national level to redirect these highway 
trust funds away fr^n local road improvement and toward urban mass 
transit cannot be ignored.  Local initiative should be directed toward 
preventing this diversion of Federal highway fuel taxes to non-highway 
uses.  The threat of the loss of this source of road building funds to 
the County makes their immediate use imperative. 

The next most important factor to consider in developing road 
priorities is to determine those segments which have the greatest traffic 
and increased traffic potential in the next five to ten years. Other 
factors such as mail, school bus, and truck delivery routes should be 
considered, but are of far less significance in developing a plan. A 
goal of ten miles of new road construction per year is not unreasonable 
for the next several years. 

3. Right-of-way Acquisition 

One of the principal obstacles to carrying out a well defined road 
improvement plan in the county has been the lack of a consistent pro- 
cedure in securing the necessary increased rights-of-way for widening or 
relocating roads.  Several heavily traveled road segments have been 
passed over when a single property owner has been unwilling to assign 
the required right-of-way increase. The Committee recommends in such 
cases that the county government exercise its power of eminent domain 
to secure necessary rights-of-way when no less than two-thirds of front 
footage right-of-way along the segment has been acquired through the 
presently used procedure. 

Since the principal users of the remaining unimproved roads are 
those who own property along the roads, we fully endorse the long 
standing county policy of offering no financial compensation for in- 
creased rights-of-way on straight sections or curved sections requiring 
no relocation. However, if a curve relocated for safety factors takes 
more than one-half acre of property, the owners should be compensated at 
current fair market value for the land taken. 

Following a great deal of stud> and discussion, the Committee has 
concluded that the minimum right-of-way for improved roads should continue 
»"o be 40 feet as specified in the design standards incorporated in 
Resolution No. 35 approved by the County Commissioners in September, 1966. 
This right-CL-way, coupled with a minimum 20 foot hard surface, is now 
needed in all cases to provide lor safe and efficient movement of cars, 
trucks and farm equipment. Deviations from these and other standards 
listed in Resolution No. 3r/ should noi be permitted.  Although these 
standards appear more costly Initially, evidence indicates that in the 
long term, lewer maintenance costs more than offset the high construction 
costs. 

4, w r.ub"division Roads 

In recent years the County has experienced a dramatic increase in sub- 
division activity*  Ther^ are currently 49 sub-division plans on file 
With he countv government,  Man> of these plans are not covered by 
ub'dlvlslon Kragulatlons which spocific.illy require the developer to 

ansume the full cost of hard surfaced road construction within the sub- 
1" rls ion. 

With the A KUIS Board intent on upgrading substantial mileage 
of unimproved -'..ids already within the system, the Advisory Committee

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recommends that the county strictly adhere to the acceptance of roads 
procedure adopted by the Commissioners in 1957.  This, in effect, states 
that all roads built in sub-divisions must be dedicated to the county. 
To be accepted by the county, these same roads must be constructed to 
the standards established by the Commissioners with Resolution No. 35 
in 1966. The Acceptance Procedure also clearly states that all costs 
of construction and hard surfacing of the new roads shall be at the 
expense of the developer or petitioners. Of course, the county will 
assume the costs of maintenance responsibilities once the road has been 
accepted into the county system. 

I 

In order to eliminate any "gray" areas with regard to road 
construction obligations, the Committee recommends that, without ex- 
ception, no private roads serving more than one residence shall be 
permitted in any sub-division.  The Committee is of collective opinion 
that in no case is there justification for county taxpayers to assume 
the cost of construction of roads within a sub-division. 

In the cases of older sub-divisions where it may be impractical to 
hold a developer accountable for road construction costs, we recommend 
that whenever petitioners controlling two-thirds of the front footage 
of the private road in question commit themselves to a front foot county 
assessment which fully covers construction costs of drainage, base pre- 
paration and hard surface to county specifications, the county roads 
board should accept the road into the system and improve it to county 
standards.  In such cases, engineering advice available to the roads 
board should be the sole criteria in determining the extent and cost of 
improving a road to minimum county standards. The Committee recommends 
that a procedure be established to fully advise purcharers of sub-division 
home sites that the County Roads Board will not build or hard-surface 
existing private sub-division roads at county expense, 

5, Equipment Replacement 

The Committee has reviewed the operation, maintenance and repair of over 
eighty pieces of mobile equipment. We find that costs in operation and 
maintenance do not appear excessive and that repair costs are well below 
normal expectations. Much of this saving is due to the efficiency of a 
well-run central shop. However, we are concerned that there is no long 
range plan for replacement of extensively used equipment. We recommend 
that such a plan be developed and that a specific reserve, or sinking 
fund, for this purpose be started out of operating funds. This will 
permit the roads board to anticipate and plan for expensive equipment 
replacement in a more orderly and business-like manner, 

6,  Employee Salary and Benefits 

The Committer; commends the Roads Board for its recent decision ^ have 
appropriate specialists conduct a job survey of all employees. This has

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Commissioners of Caroline 

County, that: 

ARTICLE I.  GENERAL 

% 

Section 1-1.  Authority 

By virtue of the authority vested in the Coimnissioners of 

Caroline County by Article 25, Sections 3(d), (e), and (f) of the 

"Annotated Code of the Public General Laws of Maryland" (1957 

edition, as amended), a merit personnel system for the employees 

of Caroline County is hereby established.  This ordinance shall be 

known as the Personnel Ordinance.  The merit personnel system shall 

be known as the Personnel System. 

Section 1-2.  Purpose 

(a) The Personnel System shall provide for equitable and 

uniform procedures for dealing with county employees through the 

creation of a classified service for county employees that is based 

on merit and that includes provisions for a just compensation plan, 

a fair job classification plan, and an equitable hiring process. 

(b) It shall be the purpose of the Personnel System to 

provide the basis for personnel management for the county govern- 

ment and for regulating the relationship between the county government., 

as employer, and county employees. 
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(c) It shall be the intent of the Personnel System to 

attract and retain in the classified service the best qualified and 

most competent persons available and to assign persons t:o positions 

In the classified service on the basis of competitive tests of 

fitness following determinations of merit and ability. 

(d) The provisions of this ordinance shall be constructed 

and applied in a manner consistent with this statement of purpose. 

Section 1-3.  Statement of Equal Opportunity 

It is the policy of the Government of Caroline County to 

guarantee equal opportunity to all qualified applicants and to all 

employees with respect to initial appointments, advancement and 

general working conditions, without regard to age, color, creed, 

national origin or sex. 

Section 1-4.  County Employees 

For the purpose of this ordinance, county employees shall be 

defined as employees of the Commissioners of Caroline County and 

of the County Roads Board.  Not included shall be consultants, 

attorneys, or others with whom a contract of services is the basis 

for providing advisory service on a temporary or part-time basis. 

Section 1-5.  Application 

(a)  The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to all 

county officers and employees with the exception of those elected 

or appointed to offices according to provisions in the State 

Constitution or in general or local public law. 
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(b)  All persons serving AS county employees In positions 

eligible for inclusion within the classified service at the time 

of passage of this ordinance shall be considered to have inet the 

qualifications for the position held at that time and shall be 

included in the classified service. 

ARTICLE II.  DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of this ordinance certain terms and words 

are defined as follows: 

"Appointing authority" - shall be that person or board 

determined by this ordinance to be responsible for hiring an 

individual to fill a vacant position. 

"Classified employee" - all employees hired under provision 

of this ordinance to fill positions within the classified service 

except those appointed or elected according to provisions in the 

State Constitution or in general or local public law. 

"Classified service" - shall mean and include all positions 

in the county Personnel System whose incumbents are appointed and 

retained on the basis of merit and fitness for their jobs, and 

regardless of political considerations, and who attain merit status. 

"Compensation plan" - is a written statement providing for 

each job class in the classified service a rate or a range of pay, 

correlated with the job classification plan. 

"County employee" - shall be any person employed by the 

Commissioners of Caroline County or by the Caroline County Roads 

Board. 
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"Department head" - shall be that person assigned to a 

supervisory position and responsible for the overall performance 

of a specific county activity. 

"Eligibility list" - shall be a list of all persons who, 

having applied for a position, have been determined by the personnel 

administrator to meet the minimum qualifications for that position. 

"Job classification plan" - is a V7ritten statement developed 

and maintained on the basis of continuing study of the duties and 

responsibilities of positions in the classified service, to 

the end that all jobs in the same class shall be sufficiently alike 

to permit use in the plan of the same descriptive title, quali- 

fications, tests of fitness for appointment, and the same pay scale. 

"Merit status" - shall be attained following successful 

completion of a probationary period, and shall mean the benefits of 

the applicable provisions of this ordinance to which an employee 

is entitled by virtue of his standing in the classified service, 

and correspondingly, the faithful and efficient performance of 

his assigned duties to which he is obligated. 

"Part-time employee" - shall be any county employee whose 

regular duties require less than twenty (20) hours work per week. 

"Personnel administrator" - shall mean the county 

administrator as defined in Section 14A of the "Code of the Public 

Local Laws of Caroline. County." 
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'"Personnel Regulations1" - shall mean and include all 

rules and regulations and atnendtnents adopted pursuant to this 

ordinance by the Cotmnissloners of Caroline County. 

"Temporary employee" - shall be any county employee hired 

to fill a position created to last a period of six (6) months 

or less.  Such a position may be renewed for a single period of 

six (6) months.  Persons hired under the provisions of the 

Comprehensive Employment and Training Act, and persons hired for 

positions created by emergency provisions by the Board of County 

Commissioners shall be considered temporary employees.  Temporary 

employees shall not be included in the classified service. 

"Unclassified positions" - all county employees specifically 

exempted from the classified service. 

ARTICLE III.  APPOINTING AUTHORITY 

Section 3-1.  Appointment of Classified Employees 

The Board of County Commissioners, upon recommendation of 

department heads and advice of the county administrator, shall 

appoint and terminate employees within the classified service other 

than law enforcement officers and employees of the treasurer's office. 

Section 3-2„  Law Enforcement Officers 

The sheriff, with the advice and consent of the Board of 

County Commissioners, shall appoint and terminate law enforcement 

officers. 
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Section 3-3.  Appoiatment of Einployees of Treasurer's Office 

The treasurer, with the advice and consent of the Board of 

County Commissioners, shall appoint employees In the treasurers 

office. 

Section 3-4.  Appointment of Temporary and Part-time Employees 

The county administrator shall have the authority to 

appoint individuals to temporary and part-time positions not within 

the classified service when adequate fiscal authority is provided 

by the Board of County Commissioners. 

ARTICLE IV.  PERSONNEL COMMITTEE 

Section 4-1.  Duties 

A personnel committee shall be created to review the imple- 

mentation of the Personnel Ordinance and to make recommendations 

to the Commissioners for amendments to the Personnel Ordinance and 

to the "Personnel Regulations." The Committee shall also serve as 

a board of appeals for employee grievance procedures. 

The Board shall determine its own procedures and the order 

of business for the conduct of its meetings and shall meet at. 

such times as specified in the "Personnel Regulations." Annually, 

on or before February 15, the president of the Board of County 

Commissioners shall designate the chairman of the board.  The 

board's duties shall be, in addition to those that may be provided 

for in the "Personnel Regulations," as follows:

(c) To hear and make final decisions for the county on 

appeals filed by employees within the classified service involving 

their dismissal for cause, or other disciplinary actions taken 

against them, which are reviewable under this ordinance or the 

rules and regulations provided for herein, and to review and make 

final decisions for the county on appeals brought by applicants 

for positions in the classified service in cases involving exam- 

inations and examination ratings. 

(d) To perform such other duties as may be requested by 

the appointing authority from time to time. 

Section 4-2.  Appointment and Term 

The committee shall be composed of three (3) members.  One 

(1) member shall be a County Commissioner designated by the Board 

of County Commissioners and shall serve as chairman.  The other 

members shall be appointed by the Commissioners with one (1) being 



a county emplovee and one (1) a resident of Caroline County. The 

members shall be appointed for a period of one (1) year and shall 

be eligible for reappolntment. 

ARTICLE V.  PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATOR 

Section 5-1.  Role of County Administrator 

The county administrator shall have responsibility for 

administering the Personnel System.  This responsibility may be 

delegated as deemed necessary to a personnel administrator who 

shall serve as an assistant to the county administrator as pro- 

vided in Section 14A (b) of the "Code of the Public Local Laws 

of Caroline County." 

ARTICLE VI.  ADOPTION AND MAINTENANCE OF "PERSONNEL REGULATIONS" 

Section 6-1.  Contents of Regulations 

Personnel rules and regulations shall be adopted and 

maintained on a current basis and shall Include provisions governing 

at least the following: 

(a) Public announcement of all tests of fitness and 

acceptance of applications for employment in the classified service. 

(b) Preparation ^nd conduct of tests of fitness to provide 

for the establishment and use of resulting eligibility lists 

containing names of persons eligible for appointment. 

(c) Terms and conditions under which selections from 

employment lists shall be made. 
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(d) Transfer, promotion, demotion, and reinstatement of 

employees in the classified service. 

(e) Evaluation of the performance of employees, 

(f) Separation of employees from the classified service 

through retirement, resignation, dismissal, dismissal for 

disciplinary cause, quit, and reduction in force. 

(g)  Content, mainr.enance and use of personnel records and 

forms. 

(h)  Accumulation, approval and control of all payroll 

data and requirements for maintenance of such data covering 

employees in the classified service. 

(i)  Determination of rates of pay and certification that 

no person on the payroll has been appointed or retained in violation 

of the laws of this State, this ordinance, or the personnel rules 

and regulations. 

(j)  Such other matters, including provisions designed to 

promote employee morale, welfare and training, as will aid in 

fostering career development. 

(k)  Improper personal conduct. 

(1)  Standards for vacation, sickness and leave. 

Section 6«2.  Ef£e£t. and Coverage of the "Personnel Regulations" 

The "Personnel Regulations" developed pursuant to Section 

6-1. of this ordinance, shall not take effect unless and until 

adopted by the Board of County Commissioners of Caroline County. 
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ARTICLE VII.  STAFFING 

Section 7-1.  Hiring 

All authorized position vacancies shall be filled in 

accordance with regulations adopted and included in the "Personnel 

Regulations." The regulations thus adopted shall establish 

requiretrents for public advertising of all positions, screening of 

applicants to insure they meet minimum standards established in 

job specifications, and establishment of an eligibility list of all 

applicants meeting minimum standards.  The regulations shall be 

established to further specify means for selecting a nominee from 

the eligibility list that will insure selection of the most qualified 

candidate.  Such means shall include testing, interviewing, and 

checking of references.  All appointments to classified positions 

shall be made from an eligibilitv list. 

Section 7-2.  Probationary Period 

All appointments to jobs in the classified service, including 

proTTOtlonal appointments, shall be for a probationary period of not 

less than six (6) months; and, for any class, the personnel rules 

and regulations may provide for an extension of the period for not 

more than an additional six (6) months.  During the probationary 

period, the employee may be dismissed from his job at any time 

without right of appeal or hearing; except, that the appointing 

authority shall ^ive the employee reasonable notice of the dismissal 

action, as provided for in the personnel rules and regulations, 

and shall forward a copy of such notice to the personnel administrator; 
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nvlHed, that an employee serving In a job to which he was 

promoted shall, upon the Certninatlon of (he appointment, revert 

to a position of like pay and status formerly occupied.  Temporary 

employees may not be credited for such service, while serving under 

such appointments, toward completion of the required probationary 

period in any position and may be relieved of their duties at any 

time with right of appeal for termination for disciplinary cause 

only; provided, that the appointing authority shall give the 

employee reasonable notice of the dismissal action, as provided for 

in the personnel rules and regulations, and shall forward a copy 

of such notice to the personnel administrator. 

Section 7-3.  Promotion 

An opportunity for promotional advancement shall be given 

to all county employees.  At the discretion of the County Commissioners 

preference may be given to qualified county employees for 

appointment to any or all classified positions.  Any such pre- 

ference shall apply equally to all promotional candidates. 

Section 7-4.  Separation 

When a county employee leaves county service, his separation 

shall be identified as one of the following: 

(a)  Retirement 

Leaving county service when eligible for a county- 

sponsored or approved pension as defined in the 

"Personnel Regulations. ii 

(b)     Resignation 

Voluntarily  leaving county  sen/ice while  in good 

11 



standing and with the proper notice. 

(c) DtsTPissal 

Involuntary tennination due to the emplovee^ In- 

ability to perform the work assigned. 

(d) Dismissal for disciplinary cause 

Involuntary termination as the result of disciplinary 

action. 

(e) Quit 

Voluntarily leaving county service while not in good 

standing and/or without the proper notice. 

(f) Reduction in force 

An involuntary separation of an employee whenever there 

is lack of work or lack of funds. 

Section 7-5.  Re-employment Rights 

The rights of individuals to be re-employed after resignation, 

and reinstated after separation through reduction in force or 

dismissal are to be delineated in the "Personnel Regulations." 

Such regulations shall, provide for preference in hiring of employees 

separated through reduction in force. 

ARTICLE VIII.  CLASSIFICATION PLAN 

Section 8-1.  Purpose 

The purpose of the classification plan is to establish 

minimum standards for each position and to rank positions by class 
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Section 8-2.     Specifications 
BOOK 001 

The personnel administrator shall prepare a specification 

for each authorized position and submit it to the Board of County 

Commissioners for approval.  Specifications shall include "Definitions," 

"Examples of Work and Duties Assigned,""Minimum Experience and 

Training Required," "Required Licenses and Certificates," and 

"Other Desirable Qualifications." 

Section 8-3.  Implementation 

All authorized positions shall be included within the 

classification plan and ranked in accordance with procedures set 

forth in the "Personnel Regulations. t f 

Section 8-4.  Part-time and Temporary Employees 

Such employees shall be assigned to classes along with 

regular employees.  However, special provision for conditions of 

employment may be defined in the "Personnel Regulations." 

Section 8-5.  Appointed Officials 

Such employees, which are the county administrator, the 

county clerk, deputy treasurer, secretary to the circuit court 

judge, and employees of the Board of Election Supervisors, shall 

be assigned to classes  along with regular employees for the purpose 

of salary administration.  However they shall be treated in 

accordance with State laws and ordinances covering their positions. 

ARTICLE IX.  SALARY ADMINISTRATION 

Section 9-1.  The Compensation n -m 

The compensation plan shall bo made up of a scale of pay 
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grades with pay Increments or steps established for each grade to 

be defined In the "Personnel Regulations." Each position shall be 

assigned to a pav grade.  No position may be assigned to a higher 

or lower pav grade than other positions within its class. 

Section 9-2.  Adoption of and Amendments _to the Compensation Plan 

The compensation plan shall be adopted by resolution of 

the Board of County Commissioners.  The compensation plan may be 

amended annually, with amendments becoming effective on the first 

day of July following the adoption of the amendment resolution. 

The county administrator shall annually review the pay plan and 

report the findings to the Board of County Commissioners. 

Section 9-3.  Entrance R^te for New Employees 

The entrance level pav rate shall be the first step of the 

assigned pay grade except for those positions where the personnel 

administrator is unable to hire at the entry level rate.  In those 

cases the County Commissioners, by resolution, may authorize 

hiring at a higher increment level. 

Section 9-4.  Pay Increases for Promotion 

Individuals promoted to a higher pay grade shall receive a 

minimum increase of ten percent (10%) and shall be placed into the 

closest higher increment in the new grade, provided it does not 

exceed the maximum for that grade. 

Section ^-r).  Annual Review 

Individual work performance shall be evaluated at least 

annually. Emplrvees re<       n overall, evaluation of satisfactory 
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or Mgher shall be »   rble to receive an annual i   increment 

until such time as the maxlnium step for thn       fade Is reached. 

Upon recommendation by his supervisor and approval by the county 

administrator, an Increment may be withheld from an employee or 

deferred if the individual's performance evaluation is less 

than satis fac tory, 

Section 9-6.  Fringe Benefits 

Fringe benefits for which employees are eligible shall be 

defined In the "Personnel Regulations." 

Section 9-7.  Overtime Pay 

Individuals normally working a work week of less than forty 

(AO) hours shall be compensated at a straight time rate up to 

forty (40) hours worked.  Individuals shall be compensated at one 

and one-half (1^) times their regular hourly rate or receive 

compensatory time, as determined in the "Personnel Regulations," 

for all time worked In excess of forty (40) hours per week.  All 

overtime must be approved by the department head prior to being worked 

Section 9-8.  Retirement 

All full-time County Government and County Roads employees 

shall be given the opportunity to participate in their respective 

retirement programs according to rules of eligibility of the 

respective programs. 

ARTICLE X.  BUDGETARY CONTROLS 

Section 10-1.  Authorized Personnel List 

Annuanv at budget time the county administrator shall 
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prepare an authorized personnel list for use as part of the 

official budget document.  The authorized personnel list shall 

identify all positions, pay grades and increments, both currently 

authorized and proposed.  The authorized personnel list shall be 

subject to the approval of the Board of County Comniissloners. 

Section 10-2.  Inclusion of all Employees on Authorized Personnel List 

No employee may be hired except to fill a position 

authorized by the County Commissioners and/or County Roads Board 

and incliided in the authorized personnel list within the budget 

document.  All employees shall be paid in accordance with the pay 

grade and increment authorized within the budget document. 

ARTICLE XI.  DISCIPLINARY ACTION 

Section 11-1.  Authorized Disciplinary ActIon 

Supervisors at all levels are to administer fair and just 

discipline.  Disciplinary actions shall be limited to oral repri- 

mand, written reprimand, suspension with or without pay for periods 

up to thirty (30) days, demotion or reassignment, and dismissal for 

disciplinary cause.  A written report on all disciplinary action 

shall be submitted to the county administrator and shall be retained 

as part of the employee permanent record file. 

Section 11-2.  Responsibility of Administering Discipline 

(a)  Department heads may give oral and/or written reprimands 

and may suspend an employee without pa}^ for a period 

of up to three (3) work days. 
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(b) The county adminiRtrator may administer oral and/or 

written reprimands and suspend an employee without 

pay for a period up to five (5) work days.  He shall 

also have the authority to dismiss for disciplinary 

cause any temporary employee. 

(c) The Board of County Commissioners may administer oral 

and/or written reprimands, suspend any employee with 

or without pay for a period up to thirty (30) work 

days, demote an employee and/or reassign for disci- 

plinary cause, and dismiss any employee. 

Section 11-3.  Effect of Suspension Without Pay 

Any suspension without pay shall automatically prevent an 

employee from being considered for the next annual pay increment. 

Section 11-4.  Grounds for Discipline 

Types of infractions for which disciplinary actions may be 

taken shall be listed in the "Personnel Regulations." 

Section 11-5.  Fending Criminal Charges 

An employee with merit status may be suspended with or 

without pay for an indefinite period by the Board of County 

Commissioners in cases where the employee is charged with and 

awaiting trial for a criminal offense such as to bring the classified 

service into disrepute.  In such cases, the appointing authority 

may take such other disciplinary actions which they may deem 

necessary under the circumstances.  After the criminal charge has 

been finally determined, the appointing authority shall then make 
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a determination as to whether the employee should be reinstated with 

all pay and privileges restored, or a disciplinary penalty imposed, 

or charges filed against the employee. 

Section 11-6.  Written Notice 

Employees must be informed in writing of the reason for 

disciplinary action. 

Section 11-7.  Employee Right of Appeal 

Employees may appeal all disciplinary actions through the 

grievance procedures. 

ARTICLE XII.  EMPLOYEE RIGHT OF APPEAL AND HEARING 

Section 12-1.  Grievance Policy 

All employees shall be treated equitably and fairly in 

matters affecting their employment.  Any employee who believes he 

has not been treated fairly shall, be given an opportunity to a 

fair and just hearing.  A grievance procedure shall be established 

to hear complaints presented by employees.  Grievance procedure 

instructions shall be made available to each employee and the 

presentation of any grievance shall be considered the right of each 

employee without fear of reprisal. 

Section 12-2.  Definition of £ Grievance 

A grievance is a complaint regarding: 

(a) ''1lep,ed poor working conditions; 

(b) alleged unjust application of discipline; 

(c) illeged unfair application, interpretation, or 

violation of rules and regulations of the coum 
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Section 12-3.  Grievance Procedures 

Procedures for the handling of grievances shall he as 

outlined in the ''Personnel Regulations1' for employees of Caroline. 

County. 

Section 12-4,  Appeal Regarding Disciplinary Measures 

Individuals who wish to appeal disciplinary action taken 

by their respective supervisors may do so by submitting their appeal 

to the Personnel Committee of the Caroline County Government. 

The Committee then shall deal speedily and judiciously with the 

appeal in accordance with the "Personnel Regulations." 

Section 12-5. Improper Political Activity 

(a) The employees in the classified service are hereby 

prohibited from participation in any political 

activities or electioneering on county property 

during business hours. 

(b) There shall be no assessment or solicitation of any 

kind for political purposes upon anyone on the 

county's employment lists or upon anyone holding any 

job during his probationary period or in the classified 

service. 

(c) The employees in the classified service are hereby 

prohibited from participation in any political 

activities or electioneering during their working hours 
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ARTICLE XIII.  EMPLOYEE DEVELOPMENT 

It Is the philosophy of f:.he Caroline County CotTimlssioners 

that training and developmental opportunities are to be made 

available for the growth of the members of the work force. 

Regulations governing the provisions of such human resources 

development shall be published.  Provisions shall be made for 

career ladders within the various fields of endeavor utilized by 

the county. 

ARTICLE XIV.  NONDISCRIMINATION 

Personnel actions by and for the Board of County 

Commissioners shall be taken wltho\it consideration for race, age, 

sex, religion or national origin, except for those positions where 

age Is specified In the job specification.  Personnel to be 

hired In law enforcement must have passed the twenty-first 

birthday. 

ARTICLE XV.  SEVERABILITY 

If any provision or section of this ordinance shall be 

held Invalid, this shall not affect the validity of this ordinance 

as a whole or any part or provision thereof, other than the part 

which Is held to be Invalid. 
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AND BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, That this ordinance shall 

take effect May 9, 1978.

WHEREAS, The Caroline County Overall Economic Development 
Committee has recommended that the Caroline Economic Development 
Commission be re-appointed. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
CAROLINE COUNTY, MARYLAND, that the following Resolution Is adopted: 

Section 1.  Creation and Powers 

(A) The Caroline County Economic Development Commission (EDC) 
is hereby created.  The Commission shall consist of seven (7) 
members appointed by the County Commissioners.  The term of each 
member shall be five (5) years or until his successor takes office, 
except that the respective terms of the members first appointed shall 
be one, two, three, fc^r and five years from the effective date of 
this Resolution. 

(B) The County Commissioners may, after holding a public 
hearing, remove any member for inefficiency, neglect of duty, 
absenteeism, or malfeasance in office. 

(C) Vacancies occuring other than through the expiration of 
terms shall be filled for the unexpired term by the County Commissioners. 

(D) The EDC shall elect its chairman from among the appointed 
members and create and fill such other offices as it deems necessary. 
The term of chairman shall be one year, with eligibility for re-election. 

(E) The EDC may request that funds be appropriated by the (s-»c\ 
County Commissioners for its operation and activities.  The dispersement 
of such funds shall be subject to approval by the County Administrator. 

Section 2.  Objectives of the EDC 

The EDC shall have the following objectives: 

(1) To advise the County Commissioners on any matters related 
to economic development, 

(2) To implement the goals and programs outlined in the Caroline 
County Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP). 

(3) To coordinate with state and federal agencies concerned with 
economic development and with the Delmarva Advisory Council. 

(4) To work with and serve as a clearing house for local groups, 
including Chambers of Commerce, Town Commissioners and local economic 
development groups. 

(5) To promote stable and orderly economic growth by attracting 
new Industry and by encouraging the development of tourism, 
agriculture and commercial business. 

(6) To assist existing business and industry in expanding or 
in overcoming difficulties.

AND PRESCRIBING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF THE ORDINANCE.) 

BE IT ORDAINED AND ENACTED by the County Commissioners of 
Caroline County as follows: 

Section 1:  The following definitions shall apply whenever 
used in this Ordinance: 

(a):  "Mobile Home or Trailer" A detached single family 
residential dwelling unit, designed for transportation, 
after fabrication, on streets or highways on its own 
wheels or on flatbeds or other trailers, and arriving at 
the site where it is to be occupied as a dwelling com- 
plete and ready for occupancy except for minor and 
incidental unpacking and assembling operations, located 
on wheels, jacks or other temporary or permanent foundations. 
An exception to this description is the structure constructed 
in sections, and moved to the site in a similar manner 
and is normally referred to as a modular or double home. 

(b):  "Mobile Home Park or Trailer Park"  Any site, lot, 
field, or tract of land upon which is located"one or more 
occupied trailers or which is held out for the location 
of any occupied trailer.  "Mobile Home Park" or "Trailer 
Park" shall include any building, structure, vehicle or 
enclosure for use as a part of the equipment for such park. 

Section 2:  All persons, firms, or corporations renting, leasing 
or using any space, facilities or accomodations in any mobile 
home park or trailer park in Caroline County, Maryland, shall 
be required to pay a tax of $5.00 per month per mobile home or 
trailer rented, leased or using any spece, facilities or accomo- 



Nations in such or mobile home park or trailer park, whether 
such mobile home or trailer is in such park for the entire 
month or not and said tax shall be collected by the operator 
or owner of said park and remitted to the Treasurer of 
Caroline County, Maryland; provided, however, that such 
operator or owner shall be entitled to apply for a credit 
against the amount of tax collected and payable an amount 
equal to ten (10%) per centum of the gross tax to be remitted 
to the Treasurer of Caroline County for the expense of col- 
lecting and remittance of the tax, except that this credit 
shall not apply to any operator or owner who shall fail to 
file the return and taxes with the Treasurer of Caroline 
County, within the time prescribed by this Ordinance. 

Section 3:  Each operator and owner of all mobile home 
parks and trailer parks within Caroline County, Maryland 
shall file a written monthly return of the number of mobile 
homes or trailers in that operator's or owner's mobile home 
park or trailer park within 15 days after the end of each 
calendar month for that month's rentals, leases, or uses 
such return shall be on such form as is prescribed by the 
Treasurer of Caroline County.  The operator or owner of 
such mobile home park or trailer park shall be liable to 
the Treasurer of Caroline County, Maryland for all taxes due. 

Section 4:  In the event the operator or owner of any mobile 
home park or trailer park fails to file a return and the 
proper remittance, or if the Treasurer of Caroline County, 
Maryland, has reasonable cause to believe that an erroneous 
statement has been filed, the Treasurer of Caroline County, 
Maryland, may proceed to determine the amount due to the 
Treasurer of Caroline County, Maryland, and in connection 
therewith shall make such investigations as may be necessary. 

Section 5:  Any person, firm or corporation liable for the 
taxes imposed by this ORDINANCE who or which (1) willfully 
fails to collect, remit or pay the taxes imposed by this 
Ordinance; i2)  willfully fails to file any report required 
by this Ordinance; or (3) willfully makes any false statement 
or misleading omission in any report filed as required by 
this Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdeameanor and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not more than $500.00 
or imprisoned for not more than thirty (30) days, or both, 
in the discretion of the Court.

Conservation Service (SCS)# appeared before the Commissioners at 
their request to answer questions pertaining to a lagoon waste 
disposal system designed by SCS for a proposed hog farm on property 
owned by C. Brooks Nagel on Nagel and Richardson Roads.  Mr. 
Hannawald stated that the lagoon will have a capacity of 508,400 
cubic feet, which will accomodate the waste material of 1000 hogs, 
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and that the facility will dilute every gallon of waste with 8 
gallons of water,  lie further explained that the lagoon system is 
currently an acceptable means of handling animal waste, and that 
it is comparable to the municipal lagoons, except for the fact 
that the hog farm system will be anaerobic and septic, and therefore 
not completely odor-free.  When the lagoon reaches capacity, the 
waste material will be pumped onto nearby cropland owned by Mr. 
Nagel; no discharge or wastewater run-off is allowed into any 
waters of the state.  Mr. Nagel has obtained all the necessary 
State permits to begin operations, which, once underway, will be 
policed by the Department of Natural Resources.  President Eveland 
concluded the discussion by informing Ralph Schulke, who had 
presented his objections to the hog farm at the previous Commissione 
meeting, that the Commissioners could not justifiably interfere 
with the construction of a legitimate farming operation.  If an 
odor problem should develop, however, the County Health Department 

could take action.

Upon a motion made by Mr. Dean, and seconded by Mr. Fleetwood, 
it was unanimously agreed to designate Thomas C. Eveland as the 
elected official who will serve on the Delmarva Advisory Council 
for the duration of his elected term of office. 

The Commissioners, by unanimous consent, authorized the 
Government Employees Insurance Company, Inc. (GEICO) to negotiate, 
and to enter into a contract (if GEICO so wishes) with the Nattle 
Lumber Company, Inc. of Denton, for repairs to the Health Center 
building at 411 Franklin Street, Denton.  The Commissioners 
generally agreed that County Attorney Roland Kent will monitor and 
report back on contractual negotiations between the 2 companies. 

Upon a motion made by Mr. Dean, and seconded by Mr. Fleetwood, 
it was unanimously decided to accept the low bid of Levi Chevrolet, 
Inc., of Federalsburg, for one 1979 4-door sedan (Chevette) m the 
amount of $ 3,728., bid proposal number CC-CC-12-26-78. 

Zoning Administrator Carl Thornton briefly discussed the 
Caroline County "Minimum Standards Housing Ordinance'5, stating 
that, in the past, enforcement efforts have been sporadic at best, 
and only on request; and that creation of an appeals board, as 
mandated by the ordinance, was never accomplished.

Because of the publicity that the Caroline County Health 
Center has received, we need to clarify the situation. 
As we all know, after the accident on the morning of December 
23,   1978, we had to secure the building and do additional 
work to prevent further damage to the building and make 
it safe for personnel.,  This we did. 

Because of the amergency of the situation, we intended 
to have the building repaired immediately, with the 
contractor working directly with the insurance company. 
Originally, our attorney believed that this procedure 
would be both legal and the fastest means of getting 
the building back into full operation.  However, after 
checking with various sources, our attorney, on Friday, 
January 5, 1979# gave us (the Commissioners) the 
opinion that because of the way the Annotated Code of 
Maryland is written, we should advertise the repair 
work for bids for the protection of both the contractor 
and the County. 

The Commissioners regret this change of procedure, but 
feel that we must protect all concerned. 

In accordance with Section 31 of the Caroline County Code, the 
Commissioners, by unanimous consent, resolved to advertise for bids 
for repairs (by contract) to the Caroline County Health Center 
building on Franklin Street, Denton, proposal number CC-HD-1-30-79. 
A complete set of specifications and various bidding documents 
may be obtained from the office of the Zoning Administrator in the 
Court House.  A pre-bid meeting will be held at 1:30 p.m. on 
January 22, 1979 at the construction site on Franklin Street.  Bids 
will be opened and read aloud at 10 a.m. on January 30, 1979 at 
the regular meeting of the County Commissioners. 



Alan Musselman, executive director of the Maryland Agricultural

for improper disposal of oil (as of January 1, 1979).  She is currently 
encouraging gas station owners in different parts of the county to 
volunteer their businesses as used oil collection centers.  The 
station owner may then realize a small profit by selling the collected 
oil to the oil companies.  The program is essentially a low-budget 
one, with few administrative requirements.

2. Wesleyan Health Center - The preferred method of providing 
sewer service to the Wesleyan Health Center is through 
annexation into the Town of Denton.  If annexation is not 
feasible, the County Commissioners will consider the forma- 
tion of a County Sanitary District.  In either event, all 
sewage shall be transported to the Town of Denton treatment 
facility. 

3. Eastern Expansion Areas - The preferred method of providing 
sewer-service to these areas is through annexation into the 
Town of Denton. 

I 

4.  West Denton - The County Commissioners see no immediate need 
for public sewer service to West Denton.  In addition, such 
service would impose a heavy financial burden on the resi- 
dents of the area.  Therefore^ West Denton will continue to 
utilize on-site disposal systems for the forseeable future. 
However, if a future need arises due to environmental protec- 
tion or public health considerations, changed economic condi- 
tions or the availability of additional grant assistance to 
individual homeowners, the Commissioners will evaluate the 
following options: 

A.  Construction of a gravity-type collection system, 
connection to the Denton system and the phased 
addition of another lagoon cell to the Denton 
treatment facility.  Service would be provided 
through either annexation by Denton or formation 

of a county sanitary district.
